Anton Cermak, mayor of Chicago, one of five persons 
injured by bullets from the would-be killer’s gun, was report* 
ed to be resting fairly well late Thursday afternoon. He was 
wounded in the chest. Others in the party and crowd injur­ 
ed when the crazed Italian emptied his gun were: 
Mrs. Joe Gill of Miami, wounded in abodmen. 
Miss Margaret Kruiss of Newark, N. J,. shot through 
hand. 
Russell Caldwell, 22, of Miami, struck in the head. 
William Sinnott, New York policeman, wounded by a 
shot in the head. 
A news dispatch deceived about 2:30 o’clock Thursday 
afternoon, stated that Mrs. Gill had undergone a blood trans­ 
fusion in an effort to save her life, but that she was sinking 
rapidly. Mayor Cermak’s condition was more favorably re­ 
ported. 


A huge throng had gathered at Miami to hear trie presi­ 
dent-elect speak, following his return from a fishing cruise 
in Southern waters aboard the yacht of Vincent Astor. Mr.

Newspapermen aboard the presidential train enroute to 
New York Thursday morning, finally induced the president* 
elect to give his own version of the affair.

Short sessions of congress, 
In advance of a change In adminis­ 
tration, are never expected to ac­ 
complish much, but the current edi­ 
tion is by all odds the winner when 
the race is run toward the aero. 
Indeed, those of os who are re­ 
quired—not privileged—by our du­ 
ties to sit in the press galleries of 
the senate and the house day after 
day have indulged In a little game 
of attempting to locate some legis­ 
lation 
which 
might 
have been 
killed but was allowed to pass. It 
“just ain’t ” 
And to make the thing more ridi­ 
culous, senate and house committees 
were excitedly holding hearings on 
this bill or that right op to the fin­ 
ish line, taking testimony (on ac­ 
count of which there Is always a 
tremendous stenographic bill In ad­ 
dition to the printing charges of 
thousands of dollars) and inviting 
witnesses from 
here, there and 
everywhere. 
There 
was 
not 
a 
chance for those bills to be enacted 
Into law. Hnd the bulk of the com­ 
mittee members admitted the fact 
privately. 
But for the sake of the 
"record,” they joined with others 
of their particular committee and 
went right ahead on their grand er­ 
rand of futility. 
The proponents Of the hearings 
justify their course with the state­ 
ment that they now have the data 
upon which to fashion legislation 
later. 
They argue that the bulk of 
the legislation had something or 
other to do with the whole pro­ 
gram of lifting the country out of 
the mire of the depression, and a 
survey shows this to be true in all 
respects. 
It could be said, there­

No one seems to know why there 
was so much activity among the 
committees of the senate and house 
In the session.

Republican side came threats and 
jibes and jests that the Democrats 
were blocking anything and every­ 
thing.
